Disastrous xplosion. 
By Associated Press. |} 


PirrssurG, Jan. 27.—A special from 
Mount Pleasant, Penn., says a gas ex- 
plosion in the mammoth shaft of the 
H. C. Frick Coke Company’s mine, 
about ten miles from this place, oc- 
curred this morning. Between fifty 
and eighty men were in the mine at 
the time of the explosion. Eighteen 
bodies have been taken out. It is es- 
timated that fifty of the men were 


killed. 
It is very difficult to get details of 


the explosion, although it occurred at 
9 o’clock this morning. The mines 
are on the Sewickly branch of the 
Southwest railroad, about half way 
between Latrobe and Mount Pleasant. 
The machinery which runs the fan 
was not damaged and plenty of air 
is forced into the mine to sustain the 
living and allow rescuing parties to 
enter with safety and bring out the 
bodies. The mine is badly wrecked 
in places. It is not possible to get an 
accurate idea of the number of living 
or injured who may be buried.or im- 
prisoned. There is no fire in the mine 
resulting from the explosion, so there 
will be definite news in a short time. 
It is said that the most of those killed 
are either English-speaking or Ger- 
man miners. The shaft is about one 
hundred feet deep and has a number 
of galleries. The superintendent has 
organized relief parties and is busily 


engaged in trying to penetrate the 
mine.

The Extreme Old of Some Southern 
Indians. 


The early inhabitants of Southern 
California, according to the statement 
of H. H. Bancroft and other reports, 
were found to be living in Spartan con- 
ditions as to temperance and training, 
and in a highly moral condition, in con- 
sequence of which they had uncommon 
physical enduranee and contempt for 
luxury. This training in abstinence 
and hardship, with temperance in diet, 
combined with the climate to produce 
the astonishing longevity to be found 
here, says Charles Dudley Warner in 
Harper’s Magazine. Contrary to the 
customs of most other tribes of Indians, 
their aged were the care of the com- 
munity. Dr. W. A. Winder, of fan 
Diego, is quoted as saying that in a 
visit to El Cajon valley some thirty 
years ago he was taken to a house in 
which the aged persons were cared for. 
There were half a dozen who had 
reached an extreme age. Some were 
unable to move, their bony frames be- 
ing seemingly anchylosed. They were 
old, wrinkled and blear-eyed; their 
skin was hanging in leathery folds 
about their withered limbs; some had 
hair as white as snow, and had seen 
some seven-score of years; others, still 
able to crawl, but so aged as 
to be unable to stand, went slow- 
ly about om their hands and 
knees, their limbs being  atten- 
uated and withered. The organs of 
special sense had in many nearly lost 
all activity. some generations back. 
Some had lost the use of their limbs for 
more than a decade or a generation; bui 
the organs of life and the “‘great sym- 
pathetic” still kept up their antomatic 
functions, notrecegnizing the-fact, and 
surprisingly indifferent to it, ghat the 
rest of the body had ceased to be of any 
use a generation or more in the past. 
Dr. Palmer hasa photegtaph (which I 
have seen) of a squaw whom he esti- 
mates to be one hundred and twenty- 
six years old. When he visited her he 
saw her put six watermelons in a 
blanket, tie it wp, amd carry it on her 
back for two-miles. H@ is familiar with 
Indian customs and history, and a care- 
ful cross-examination convinced him 
him that her information of old cus- 
toms was not obtained by tradition. 
“he was conversant with tribal habits 
she had seen practiced, such as the cre- 
mation of the dead, which the mission 
fathers had compelled’'the Indians to re- 
linguish. She had seen the Indians 
punished by the fathers with floggings 
for persisting in the practice of crema- 
tion. 

At the mission of San Tomas, in Low- 
er California, is still living an Indian (a 
photograph of whom Dr. Remondino 
shows), bent and wrinkled, whose age 
is computed at one hundred and forty 
years. Although blind and naked he is 
still active, and daily goes down the 
beach and adonf the beds of the creeks 
in search of driftwood, making it his 
daily task to gather and carry to camp 
a fagot of wood. 


CANADIAN FORESTS. 


Varieties of Trees Best Suited to Propa- 
gation. 

From present experience, says the 
Toronto Empire, the varieties most 
promising for Manitoba and the North- 
west are as follows: Box elder, vari- 


} ously known as Manitoba maple, ash- 


leaved maple and negundo maple, when 
grown from Northern seed. These lead 
in hardiness and general adaptability. 
American elm and white ash also do 
well when grown from Manitoba seed, 
and show in a marked degree greater 
hardiness than those raised from East- 
ern seed. Yellow canoe and white 
birch, as wel} asthe cut-leaved varie- 
ties, are promising. American and Eu- 
ropean mountain ash are showing adapt- 
ability to soil and climate in a surpris- 
ing degree. Of the maples (acer dasy 
carpum) the soft maple and Norway 
maple are partially successful at Indian 
Head. The Russian poplars, remark- 
able for their hardiness and rapidity of 


h 


growth, are destined to be of great 
value to our settlers in the Western 
prairie region, where they form shelter 
belts for tenderer varieties in incredibly 
short periods. Experiments on the 
branch farms at Brandon and? Indian 
lead thus far have demonstrated that 
n the line of shrubs, cleagnus argentea 
ind aleagnus augustifolia—this last 
‘sommonly called Russian wild olive— 
Siberian pea free (caragam anrbores- 
vens) and several varieties of the lilac, 


the Japanese rose (rosa rungosa) will 
ulso be useful. 


HOSPITABLE CALIFORNIANS. 


Food and Means Of Transportation to Be 
- Had for the Asking. 

The kindness and hospitality of the 
native Californians have not been over- 
stated, says General Bidwell in the 
Century. Up to the time the Mexican 
regime ceased in California they had a 
eustom of never charging for any thing; 
that is to say, for entertainment—food, 
use of horses, etc. You were supposed, 
even if invited to visit a friend, to bring 
your blankets with you and one would 
be very thoughtless if he traveled and 
did not take a knife with him to cut his 
meat. When you had eaten, the in- 
variable custom was to rise, deliver to 
the woman or hostess the plate on 
which you had eaten the meat and 
beans—for that was about all they had 
—and say: “‘Muchas gracias, senora’’ 
(“Many thanks, madame”); and the 
hostess as invariably replied: ‘Buen 
provecho” (‘May it do you mueh 
good”). ‘The missions in California in- 
variably had gardens with grapes, olives, 
figs, pomegranates, pears and apples, but 
the ranches scarcely ever had any fruit. 
When you wanted a horge to ride you 
would take it to the next ranch—it 
might be twenty, thirty or fifty miles— 
and turn it out there, and some time or 
other in reclaiming his stock the owner 
would get it back. In this way you 
might travel from one end of California 
to tue other.

Wapsuska, Nev., Jan. 26, 1891. 
Eprror Gazerre: Your question ia 
ig a very important one. The general 
sentiment, seems to seek a remedy for 
existing evils in the reduction of the 
expense of State government and the 
equalization of assessments. This 
may afford a little relief, but it does 
not cure. Had we ten times our pres- 
ent population and property, we would 
not be troubling ourselves over the 
nuinber and cost of our State oSicials. 
We have an immense territory un- 
surpassed for soil climate. hat 
is toinduce and support population? 
Trade and manufacture may help, but 
eisne will never make a great State of 
wevada. Mining will occupy but a 
small space and represent only an 
occasional dot here and there on the 
map. Stock raising requires a large 
area with consequently few and scat- 
tering residents. As my friend, Hock 
n, says, ‘‘it takes 160 acres to 
raise a steer.’’ Stock raising then will 
only occupy snch portions as are of 
little or no value for anything else. 
To fill the gap and build up our State 
to the utmost we must fall back on 
good, old-fashioned, honest farming, 
‘‘where the good man drives the plow 
and the good wife pails the cow.” and 
for this we have abundant room. Soil 
and climate are controlling factors in 
iaducing settlement. Hundreds of 
thousands in these United States are 
sighing for happy homes of their own, 
such as are lying around loose in Ne- 
vada, but they don’t know it. We 
must proclaim the facts loudly to the 
world. ‘‘Tell it in Gath; publish it in 
the streets of Askelon.’”’ We must 
“‘set our ligbt on a hill-top thatit may 
shine abroad and be seen afar of all 
men.’’ We must arouse the ambition 
and excite the emulation of our own 
people in co operating in all public 
and private enterprises calculated to 
promote the best interests of the State. 
This the State Board of Trade has 
undertaken to do. . It is a voluntary 
association of public-spirited citizens, 
who have been -and are giving their 
own time and money.. They should 
not be expected to bear the wnole bur- 
den. The State should stand with 
them. They should have State recog- 
nition and assistance. I think the 
most beneficial thing this Legislature 
can do for the State is to make a lib- 
eral appropriation for the use of .the 
State Board of Trade in carrying on 
the work so bravely begun.

- (THE “ZONE-TARIFF.” 


How Railway Fares Have Been 
Greatly Reduced in Hungary. 


A recent number of the Century mag- 
azine contains an article on the system. 
recently adopted in Hungary for mini- 
fying and regulating the passenger 
rates on railroads in that country. The 
writer says: 

For the method of ballot reform 
which is so widely adopted we are in- 
debted to Australia; and now from 
Hlungary we havea suggestion of re- 
form in railway management which 
promises to revolutionize the passenger 
business. 

The ‘‘Zone-tariff,” as it is called, was 
put in operation in Hungary on the Ist 
of August, 1889. It has, therefore, but 


| a brief experience to justify its practi- 


eability; but the results thus far have 
been so remarkable that its success 
seems to be assured. The method con- 
sists of a division of the territory of 
Hungary into fourteen concentric zones, 
Budapest, the capital, being the center. 
The first zone includes all stations 
within 25 kilometers—16 miles—from 
the center; the second, all more than 25 
and less than 40; all the zones except 
the first, the twelfth and the thirteenth 


| are 15 kilometers, or a little more than 


9 miles in width; the three named are 
25 kilometers in breadth, and the four- 
teen includes all stations more than 225 
kilometers from the capital. The fare 
is regulated by the number of zones 
which the traveler enters or crosses 
during his journey. Reducing guldens 
to cents, the rate is 20, 16 and 10 cents 
per zone, for first, second and third-class 
passengers, respectively. If one starts 
from Budapest and crosses three zones 
he travels, therefore, 55 kilometers, or 
about 34 miles; if he goes first-class, his 
fare will be 60 cents; if second-class, 48 
cents; if third-class, 30 cents. 

For local traffic, when the traveler 
does not cross the boundary of any zone, 
there are special rates; if he goes only 
to the nearest station, the charges will 
be 12, 6, and 4 cents; if to the second 
station from his starting-point, 16, 9, and 
6 cents; if tothe third station, the full 
rates of the zone are charged. 

The greatest reduction, however, is 
in the long distances. Forall stations 
more than 225 kilometers—150 miles— 
from. Budapest the rates are the same. 
All stations beyond that distance are 
reckoned in the fourteenth zone. It 
costs no more to travel from Budapest 
to Brasso, which is 729 kilometers dis- 
tant, than to Nagy Varad, the distance 
of which is only 245 kilometers. To 
this farthest point, 442 miles from the 
capital, the fares of the three classes 
are, for ordinary trains, $3.20, $2.32, and 
$1.60. Atthis rate the first-class fare 
from New York to Chicago would be 
only about $7.00; and the third-class 
faze about $3.50. 

The former rates of the Hungarian 
railways between the two points now 
under consideration were $16.84, $11.56, 
and $7.68. The fare is, therefore, less 
than one-fifth of what it was under the 
old system. 3 

It is in these long distances that the 
reduction is most sweeping; but even 
the shorter journeys are greatly cheap- 
ened. To Arad, which is.253 kilometers 
from Budapest, the former fare for the 
three classes was $6.16, $4.32 and $3.08: 
the present fare is $3.20, $2.52 and $1.60, 
a reduction of almost 50 per cent. 

Besides the reduction in rates, the 
new system offers great advantages in 
the way of convenience and simplifica- 
tion. The number of distinct tickets 
always kept on sale in every important 
hotel office was formerly about 700; the 
greatest number required in any office 
is now only 92. This reduces consider- 
ably the expense of printing and hand- 
ling tickets. They are now sold like 
postage stamps, at news stands, post- 
offices, hotels, cigar shops and other 
such places, Any traveler knows what 
his fare will be if he knows how many 
zones he is to cross; he simply multi- 
plies the number of the zones he is to 
enter or cross by the normal rate of 
fare per zone, which is, as has’ been ex- 
plained, twenty, sixteen and ten: cents 
for the three classes respectively. 

For a large number of places within 
fifty-five kilometers of Budapest ticket- 
books containing from thirty to sixty 
tickets are issued at rates still lower. 
Thus for a group of.‘stations averaging 
about twenty-one miles from Budapest 
books are sold which make the trip 
fares sixteen, twelve and eight cents. 
These books are transferable, and the 
owner of the book may pay with these 
tickets the fares of persons accompany- 
ing him. Evidently the purpose of this 
system isto extend these concessions 
and conveniences as widely as possible, 
and not, as often in America, to limit 
and circumscribe them so thatthe small-

neighboring stations. Of such pas. 
sengers there were under the old-system 
255,000; under the new, 4,367,586. 

This vast increase of business has 
also been accompanied by a substantial 
increase of revenues. Comparing the 

pts from passengers and baggage 
of the first six months of the new sys- 
tem with the corresponding months of 
the previous year, we find a gain of 
$361,880. It is also stated that there 
has been no material increase in: oper- 
ating expenses. Under the old system 
the cars were not often more than one- 
third full. 

It is not to be wondered at that rail- 
Way managers from all parts of the 
world are hastening to Hungary to 
study on the ground this remarkable 
phenomenon. It is to be hoped that 
some of our own may goand return with 
new light on a great question. 

To what extent the experience of 
Hungary coyld be made available in 
America it is not easy tosay. Part of 
the Hungarian railways belong to the 
State, but part of them are under the 
control of private companies; it wonld 
appear, however, that the right of the 
State to regulate fares must be con- 
ceded. The document from which this 
information is derived is published by 
the Hungarian government, and it con- 
sists of an elaborate but very intelligi- 
ble compilation of the rules and meth- 
ods of classification under which the 
business is done. 

One fact is clearly demonstrated— 
that reduced passenger fares greatly 
stimulate passenger traffic, and are ad- 
vantageous to the companies. There 
are indications enough of this fact in 
the experience of American railways, 
but the managers are slow to act upon 
them. Perhaps this striking illustra- 
tion from Hungarian railway history 
may quicken their apprehension. 

The economic and industrial advan- 
tages of such low fares should be ob- 
vious to all. Whatever tends to pro- 
mote the mobility of labor is in the in- 
terest of thrift-and peace. Especially 
is this true in these times when through 
changes of fashion production is con- 
stantly shifting; if the work-people 
thrown out of employment in one place 
could easily and cheaply remove to 
some other place where laborers are 
wanted, suffering would be relieved, 
pauperism diminished, and the conges- 
tions of labor, out of which many diffi- 
culties arise, greatly redueed. The 
high ratesof railroad fare prevent the 
free movement of labor, and aggravate 
many of our social ills. 


SHEEP FOR WOMEN. 


The Queer Way in Which Wives Are Ob 
tained in Russian Turkeystan. 

Fifteen is the marriageable age, and 
preliminaries are commenced by the 
parents of the bridegroom sending a 
deputation of match-makers to the par- 
ents of the bride, offering presents, 
and among them a dish specially pre-

pared for the occasion, of liver and mut- | 


ton fat, which signifies that they mean 
matrimony. After this the compliment 
is returned by presents and a similar 
dish sent by the girl’s parents to those 
of the bridegroom. : 
The bride’s father then summons a 
meeting of kinsmen to consider the 
gross amount to be paid for the bride. 
Thegkalim may consist of forty, sixty 
or one hundred sheep, or from nine to 
forty-seven head of cattle, besides 
which the bridegroom has to give at 
least two presents of camels, horses, 
cows or fire-arms. These things decided, 
the bride’s father sends to the bride- 
groom’s aul for the kalim and one of 
the presents, after which the bride- 
groom takes the other presents and 
goes to see the bride for the first timc. 
The delivery of his present virtually 
seals the marriage contract, and he is 
so firm:y betrothed that should he die 
before the time of marriage the in- 
tended wife has to go home to his par- 


ents and be taken for the wife of the 


next son. On the other hand, if dur- 
ing the period of betrothal the girl 
should die, her parents are bound to 
give instead their next daughter, or de- 
fault of one, to return the kalim and pay 
a fine. 

When the period of betrothal is at an 
end, the bridegroom goes to the aul of 
his bride, who is given up by her par- 
ents, with a dowry of atent, a camel or 
riding horse, cattle and a bride’s head- 
dress, besides a bed, crockery and a trunk 
of wearing apparel. 

On the wedding night the priest 
places the bride and bridegroom in the 
midst of a tent, puts before them a cov- 
ered cup of water, and begins the 
prayers. Then he asks the contracting 
parties if itis with their full consent 
they engage themselves to bé married, 
and three times gives them the water 
to drink. 

The completion of a marriage is fol- 
lowed by feasting and games, and then 
the newly married depart to the bride- 
groom’s aul, with camels carrying the 
trousseau, and the portion of his wealth 
which a father gives to each of his 
daughters on her marriage.—N. Y. Sun- 
day Journal.
